1 . A compound of formula (I) or a pharmaceutical^ acceptable salt thereof:

2. A compound as defined in claim 1 which is a compound of formula E1-32 or a 
pharmaceutical^ acceptable salt thereof. 

10 3. A pharmaceutical composition which comprises the compound of formula 
(I) as defined in claim 1 or claim 2 or a pharmaceutical^ acceptable salt thereof 
and a pharmaceutical^ acceptable carrier or excipient. 

4. A compound as defined in claim 1 or claim 2 for use in therapy.

5. A compound as defined in claim 1 or claim 2 for use in the treatment of 
neurological diseases. 

6. Use of a compound as defined in claim 1 or claim 2 in the manufacture of a 
20 medicament for the treatment of neurological diseases. 

7. A method of treatment of neurological diseases which comprises administering to a 
host in need thereof an effective amount of a compound of formula (I) as defined in claim 1 
or claim 2 or a pharmaceutical^ acceptable salt thereof.

8. A pharmaceutical composition for use in the treatment of neurological 
diseases which comprises the compound of formula (I) as defined in claim 1 or 
claim 2 or a pharmaceutical^ acceptable salt thereof and a pharmaceutical^ 
acceptable carrier.

9. A process for the preparation of a compound of formula (I) or a pharmaceutical^ 
acceptable salt thereof, which process comprises: 

(a) reacting a compound of formula (II)

wherein R 1 , R 3 and n are as defined in claim 1, with a compound of formula R 2 -L\ wherein 
R 2 ' is as defined in claim 1 for R 2 or a group convertible thereto and L 1 represents a suitable 
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leaving group such as a halogen atom (eg. bromine or iodine) or an optionally activated 
hydroxy I group; 

(b) reacting a compound of formula (III)

wherein R 2 , R 3 and n are as defined in claim 1, with a compound of formula R 1 -L 2 , wherein 
R 1 ' is as defined in claim 1 for R 1 or a group convertible thereto and L 2 represents a suitable 
leaving group such as a halogen atom (eg. bromine, iodine or tosylate); or 

(c) reacting a compound of formula (III) as defined above, with a ketone of formula 
R 1 "=0, wherein R 1 " is =C 2 - 7 alkyl or =(CH 2 )m-C 3 _7 cycloalkyl or a group convertible thereto; or 

(d) deprotecting a compound of formula (I) which is protected; or 

(e) interconversion from one compound of formula (I) to another. 
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
